A BIRD’S QUEER DEATH. | 


With the Wind. 
One of the strangest monuments in 


existence Is situated near Culd Spring, 
Ny a 
short time will have entir'y 
but it tells a maryellously true tale of 
the life and death of the being which 
caused it to be erected. 


It is slowly disappearing and ina 
vanished, 


It is coinposed of the bones of 4 swal- 


low which met its death on the weather 
vane of a barn while in full flight. Every 
one has noticed the peculiar diving mo- 


tion which swallows make vhile on 
the wing. It was this method of fiying 
that caused the bird’s death, In making 
its quick dive it evidently miscalonlated, 
or else did not see the vane, which was 
arrow-shaped, pointing directly toward 
the swallow. 

The farmer who owned the barn no- 
ticed a bird perched on his weather vane, 


‘The yane wes swinging in the wind, but 


did not trouble the bird, which appar- 
ently refused to_be unseated. Tha next 
day the bird was still there, and the day 
after os well.

Harrowing in Clover Seet 
Excellent Plan, 

The maintenance of pasture 
become one of the important problems in 
connection with farm management. Our 
system of close grazing, followed by per- 
jods of prolonged drought, inevitably 
leads to weakened vitality of grass 
plants, resulting in deficient stand and 
reduced productivenoss. One of the best 
plans of renovation, says the Massachu- 
setts Plowman, is to harrow in some 
cloyer seed. From experiments #6 the 
Towa station it appeared that clover seed 
disced into blue grass pasture at the rate 
of ten quarts per acre increased the yield 
65 per cent., the equivalent of 1,500 
pounds of cured hay per acre, Good, fine 
barnyard manure applied to blae grass 
pasture at the rate of 20 tons per acre in- 
creased the yield 74 per cent., equivalent 
to 1,700 pounds of cured hay per acre. 

The addition of 80 pounds of grass 
seed per acre, together with the discing 
and harrowing, increased the yield of 
grass 32.6 per cent, or the equivalent of 
800 pounds of hay per acre,
